Field cancellation policyon weekends was discussed and the Park 
Commissioners would like to see a combination of user groups and recreation staff working 
together to preserve fields in inclementweatherand conditions.

Mr. Jalbert presented a petition signed by 129 residents asking that Town resources be 
dedicated to fixing and maintaining the Town’s public tennis courts. The Commissioners agreed 
thatthe tennis courts are in need of repairand stated the Crosby courts maybe completed this 
Spring. 

Mr. Jalbert presented the annual reports for recreation and the commission. Mr. Vitters agreed to 
update the capital projects in the commission report.
